However, as a result of the 
expressions of opinion by Mr. 
Cogswell and Mr. Pomeroy the 
new permanent committee will 
recommend that Mission Drive 
in Alhambra and Broadway in 
San Gabriel be made the eon- 
necting links of the Arrow 
Route in this district. The 
committee includes — residents 
from both cities, all determin- 
ed that the Arrow Highway 
shall tonch their communities. 
They feel that the two streets 
now selected meet all require- 
ments.

Jime to Lake Arrowhéad was| 
completed yesterday. te 

The preliminary survey for | 
the route contemplated to Lake 
Arrowhead from Arrowhead 
Hot Springs. was started July 
8 when Chief Engineer H. F. 
Spencer and eight other engi- 
neers took up the work of de- 
termining the. feasibility of 
such a line. 

Officials of company 
in San nica were not 
aware of the results following 
the preliminary work by the 
engineers, who left last night 
for Los Angeles. The project 
is looked upon with favor, it 
is claimed, and the route se- 
lected has been in-the general 
direction of the Old Daley 
road to the crest and thence 
down Burnt Mill Canyon to 
Lake Arrowhead. 

In selecting the proposed 
route, Engineer Spencer and 
his crew followed a course that 
would be approximately a 7 
per cent grade. The work was 
first expected to be completed 
within a period of 30 days, 
but has taken two and one- 
half months to complete. 

The proposed scenic line, 
should it be constructed, will 
be financed jointly by the Ar: 
rowhead Lake Company and 
the Pacile Electric Company.

5 (Timothy Brownhill, in La Puente Journal) 
: While with the National Editorial Associa- 
: tion on a tour of Virginia we visited Wil- 
: liamsburg, a few miles from Jamestown, 
where America’s first known white settlers 


landed. Williamsburg was the birthplace of 
the ‘‘ Williamsburg Gazette,’’ the South’s first 
newspaper and the first newspaper to publish 
the Declaration of Independence in full. The 
publication was suspended in its 186th year, 
in 1922, after having one of the most inter- 
esting histories in American journalism. The 
reason for its suspension in a thriving town 
of two thousand people is too long to discuss 
here; it will be sufficient to say that the writ- 
er, distasteful and apparently discourteous as 
doubtless seemed, on request, voiced the senti- 
ment of many loyal editors in deploring the 
suspension of the Gazette and urging that it 
again be revived. Following this appeal the 
members of the National Editorial Associa- 
tion pledged the support of the association to 
the support of the paper if it should again be 
reissued. 

‘“The Williamsburg Virginia Gazette was 
founded on August 6, 1736, by William Parks, 
It was the first newspaper printed south of 
the Potomac River. The printing of laws of 
each session of the General Assembly, of the 
Journals of the House of Burgesses and other 
necessary legal forms was the main soure? 
of revenue to this first paper. 

“*Parks built his own paper mill and made 
his own ink and members of the National Edi- 
torial Association were all presented with re- 
productions of the paper in its exact size, 
and on handmade paper, printed with hand- 
made ink, by the Virginia State Chamber of 
Commerce during their visit to Virginia. The 
State Chamber selected the edition of July 
26, 1776, in which was printed in full at the 
order of the Council the Declaration of In- 
dependence for the first time in history. On 
: the back of the paper following the document, 
~ are the press notices given the Declaration 
by other papers then published. Comments 
from Philadelphia, Trenton, and New York are 
included, but little space was given by the 
other papers to it. For more than 150 years 
subsequent editions of the paper carried across 
the top of the first page a boast of this 
achievement. 

“The Gazette was located in the old capital 
of Virginia at Williamsburg, where the Col- 
lege of William and Mary was established and 
the plan proposed by the National Editorial 
Association is to establish there a course in 
Journalism, the pupils to assist in the de- 
velopment of this old historic paper and its 
rejuvenation as an historie publication.”’

Tested Recipes

From May 9, 1925, until the end 
of the valencia shipping season, 
August 28, the Charter Oak Citrus 
Association—member of the Cali- 


jfornia Fruit Growers’ mxchange— 


used the sodium hypochlorite pro- 
cess in treating its fruit for the 
prevention of blue and green mold 
decay in transit. ° 

This process is the invention of 
H. B. Slater of Riverside, who for 
a considerable length of time has 
been working on the process and 
who has pending an application for 
patent on it. In 1921 he. secured 
a patent on his electrolytic cells, 
or batteries as the layman’ would 
call them, by means of which the 
sodium hypochlorite used in this 
process is formed. 

The day the last run was put 
through, a representative of the 
Citrograph visited the plant at 
Charter Oak and watched the ‘pro- 
cess, tasted .the brine solution 
through which the fruit passes in 
its decay-prevention course, saw 
the thin oil applied by means of 
a special machine, watched the 
polishing of the fruit by means 
of the soft brushes, then witness- 
ed the actual packing of the fruit 
and handled, smelled and tasted 
the fruit and rind after it was 
ready for shipment and also in- 
spected samples of treated fruit 
that*had been put away for test 
inspection. 

_And right here is a. human in- 
terest side of the matter. It was 
Manager William Hoogendyk of 
the Charter Oak Citrus Associa- 
tion who called attention to the 
fact that since the process ‘has 
been used in the plant not a work- 
er in the house has experienced a 
cold. 

Beginning at ‘what is the re- 
verse of the chronological order of 
things, it should be stated that 
Manager Hoogendyk expressed 
himself as greatly pleased with 
what had been accomplished by 
the process at his packing house, 
with the reports concerning the 
conditions of the fruit upon its 
arrival at the market: and the 
good prices which it had com- 
manded. 

In a nut shell, he stated that 
162 cars of valencias had been 
shipped from the house since the 
process was installed. Reports 
had been had from the markets as 
to the condition of 121 of these 
cars upon arrival at destination. 
With the exception of a few cars 
shipped while there was a break- 
down in the treating machine dur- 
ing the season, all the fruit ship- 
ped reached ‘market in fine condi- 
tion and with practically no de- 
cay. In a few cars an unimport- 
ant decay was reported. 

On the fruit which was shipped 
without the treatment during the 
breakdown, Mr. Hoogendyk says 
one car had five per cent decay 
reported, and another three per 
cent. Two or three cthers had 
one per cent. This contrasted, with 
the other fruit which had been 
treated by the sodium hypochlorite 
process. The prices which the 
valencias from the Charter Oak 
house commanded and the repeat 
orders ‘for the same brands of 
fruit have been the source of much 
comment. Another factor to which 
Mr. Hoogendyk called attention 
was that all of the fruit treated 
had been through the sweating 
process, and because of the free- 
dom of decay he regarded” this 
showing made in the treated fruit 
in the markets and the demand 
which it created for repeat orders, 
as. rather remarkable. 

No attempt will be ‘made here to 
describe’ ‘the process. technically 
or from a chemist’s standpoint. » In 
fact, the technique of the process 
is not at present being divulged, 
and will not be until the patent 
pending on it has been issued. 

The principal agent used in 
treating the fruit is a brine of 
common salt and water, at house 
temperature. No heat of any kind 
is used. The salt is put in a vat 
at: night and goes into solution. 
Then follows the electricai treat- 
ment of the salt solution through 
some special cells which were de- 
vised and patented by Mr. Slater 
in 1921. Teéhnically they are call- 
ed “electrolytic cells.” 

The solution is then started on 
its course and the oranges pass 
through it at two stages of its 
strength., They are immersed as 
they travel their course a total of 
seven minutes. In that time and 
by: that means the fruit is steriliz- 
ed against the development of 
blue mold. or green mold decay. 

By means of an overflow ar- 
rangement from the‘main treating 
tank, the fruit first passes into a 
tank where the solution has of 
necessity lost some of its strength. 
There the dirt and soot or other 
accumulations on the fruit are. re- 
moved. Here no soap is used; 
the solution itself being a good 
cleansing agent. The fruit then 
‘passes through a spray of fresh, 
clean water as it travels into the 
brushes, as the full strength solu- 
tion in the brushes is unnecessary. 
The fruit, after being washed. 


‘jdrips ‘and partially dries. Then it 
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greatest strength, 

treating tank, and where it gets 

its final sterilization. 
After a few minutes’ 


tnrough this tank it automatically 
goes on its way to the dryer and 
then to another piece of apparatus 
where it is treated to a light 
coating of oil. In this the oranges 
roll over an oscillating cradle cov- 
ered with oil-saturated toweling. 
And, in passing, it may be said 
that this toweling, after being used 
for weeks, showed almost no indi- 
eation of soil. This showed that 
the fruit is thoroughly clean upon 
leaving the bath. A final polishing 
over soft brushes completes the 
operation. 

The oiling process has been 
used since July 20. This is done 
to brighten the fruit and to pre- 
vent evaporation and _ shrinkage. 
The oil does not, however, seal 
the breathing pores of the fruit. 
Demonstrations show that the fruit 
which had been thus treated show- 
ed no shrinkage and was as firm 
after a month’s time as the day it 
was packed. 

The fruit then goes to the grad- 
ers and packers. It is a peculiar 
thing that although the fruit when 
it comes from the oil treatment 
has a distinct “feel” of oily sub- 
stance, the oil does not transfer 
to the tissue wraps. They are just 
as dry and fresh as on fruit which 
has not been subjected to the oil 
treatment. 

There is noticeable throughout 
the packing house a clean odor as 
of chlorides, and when the fruit 
comes from the washer it bears 
a slight chlorine odor. However, 
that soon passes away. The writ- 
er tasted the fruit and the rind of 
fruit after it had been packed for 
shipment and found nothing of 
this. This question on the point 
of taste was raised by the writer 
with. the thought that children 
might detect this flavor when bit- 
ing into the orange rind, as they 
often do. But in this case no 
flavor was noticeable. However, 
should” there be such a thing no- 
ticeable, there is nothing deleter- 
ious about the sodium hypochlor- 
ite. 
mended..in some quarters as a 
health stabilizer. This decay and 
evaporation prevention process is 
nevertheless apparently effective. 

Mr. Slater, who, by the way, was 
awarded the degree M.°S. by 
Drury College of Springfield, Mis- 
souri, in 1889, and has been work- 
ing and experimenting on this pro- 
cess now for five years, does not 
make any extravagant claims for 
his process. He says that he has 
never claimed that the sodium 
hypochlorite treatment would pre- 
serve fruit which had been severe- 
ly cut and purposely inoculated 
with blue or green moj]d spores. 
Nor will it prevent decays which 
originate in the heart of the fruit 
and which are there before the 
treatment is administered. 

But he:does claim that it will 
prevent blue and green mold from 
developing in fruit while it is in 
transit. The run at the Charter 
Oak packing house and the tests 
of fruit which he has preserved in 
the basement of the latter pack- 
ing house he says prove his con- 
tention. 

Mr. Slater makes no claim that 
the treatment will save the cost of 
shipping fruit without refrigera- 
tion. But he doos say that it 
saves the first cost of $5 for pre- 
icing the cars. Although, in his 
opinion, in early spring and sum- 
mer refrigeration may also be 
saved. 

The day that the Citrograph rep- 
resentative was at. the Charter 
Oak house,” Fred Stebler, of the 
Stebler-Parker Company of River- 
side, whose firm: has Ween lending 
its efforts toward..developing the 
process, was there Closing up af- 
fairs connected with the tests for 
the season. This firm. installed 
the equipment at the Charter Oak 
house for this treating process. 
Mr. Hoogendyk, in the ‘presence 
of Mr. Slater, Mr. Stebler and the 
writer, stated that the cost of 
labor, material and power for the 
use of the system, without includ- 
ing any charge for apparatus. 
overhead or depreciation, had been 
but $2.90 per car of fruit shipped. 
Mr. Slater had said that he had 
estimated that the cost would run 
eight-tenths of a cent a box, but 
Mr. Hoogendyk’s figures showed 
this estimate to have been higher 
than actually developed. ° 
As the cost of pre-icing a car 
of fruit is $5, and as they had not 
found it necessary to pre-ice any 
of the cars treated by the sodium 
hypochlorite process, Mr. Hoogen- 
dyk says that the operation had 
shown an actual saving in operat- 
ing costs. 

The same ‘process will be used 
next season at this house in the 
treatment of navels. 

Mr, Slater, the inventor of the 
process, is a native of Warwick- 
shire, England. He is a man al- 
most 76 years of age, but appears 
much-younger. He is a vigorous 
worker and thinker. Some chem- 
ists have accorded to. him. the 
credit for the discovery. of. the 
electric welding process, which 
has been of great value in mechan- 
ical operations.

Auto stage and truck lines oper- 
ating over the highways of Cali- 
fornia under the jurisdiction of the 
Railroad Commission transported 
nearly 30,000,000 passengers and 
1,000,000 tons of freight during the 
calendar year 1924. according to 
the annual report of the Auto 


{Stage and Truck Department of 


the Railroad Commission. 

The exact figures, as compiled 
from the reports of the stage and 
truck lines, whose financial state- 
ments are filed with the Commis- 
sion, are as follows: Passengers, | 
29,662,908; freight (tons) 659,834. 

The figures showing freight ton- 
nage transported are not as ac- 


; curate as those covering passenger 


traffic, as many of the companies 
reporting do not maintain a close 
check on their freight movements. 


An estimate of 1,000,000 tons is be- | 


lieved to be conservative. 

There has been a_ steady in- 
crease in the number of persons 
using the public automobile to 
satisfy their travel needs and de- 
sires. In 1922, the reports of the 
auto stage lines filed with the 
Railroad Commission, 
221,928 passengers carried. 
1923, this number was 
by 8,440,980. In 1924, there was 
an increase of nearly half a mil- 
lion (460,835), in the number of 
passengers carried over the travel 
reported for 1923.

“I met men who I knew before 
the war as wealthy men in their 
localities, and today they are 
standing on the street corners 
selling newspapers or doing what- 
ever they can find to do in order 
to get enough to eat,” said Mr. 
Podrasnik, “and I want to tell you 
that’s a, pretty hard experience 
for men seventy and eighty years 
old.” 

G. A. Hanson described his trip 
to Hawaii as one of the most en- 
joyable that he and Mrs. Hanson 
have ever taken, but as the time 
was short it was necessary to ask 
Mr. Hanson to continue his talk 
next Tuesday. 

In the few moments that he had 
at his disposal he told of the prin- 
cipal industry, sugar-cane growing. 
All the plantations there are from 
3,000 to 12,000 acres, and the labor 
is entirely by foreigners, -white 
men only acting as foremen. 
Wages are low, yet the help is pro- 
vided excellent quarters in which 
to live, much better than we pro- 
vide Mexican labor here. The 
sugar industry is the main indus- 
try at the present time, although 
pineapple raising will soon devel- 
op into one of the main indus- 
tries. Avocados were seen on the 
ground rotting,’ there being little 
demand for the fruit there.

E. C. LaRue, hydraulic engi- 
neer of the United States Geo- 
logical Survery party which 
traversed the full length ofthe 
Grand Canyon of the Colo- 
rado River two years ago, will 
give the first of the free 
Thursday lecture series at Po- 
mona College on the evening of 
October Ist, at 7:30 o’clock in 
Holmes Hall. His talk on ‘‘The 
Canyons of the Colorado River 
from Wyoming to Mexico’’ 
will be illustrated by 3,000 
feet of fascinating motion pic- 
tures taken during this dan- 
gerous expedition, and by a 





number of stereopticon slides |, 


as well. 

Mr. LaRue was a member of 
the expedition led by Colonel 
C, H. Birdseye, chief topo- 
graphic engineer of the United 
States Geological Survey. This 
is the seventh party that: has 
succeeded in traversing”™ the 
entire length of the Grand 
Canyon. The expedition was 
not a mere feat of dexterity, 
however; it was undertaken 
with the object of surveying 
the eanyon and _ discovering 
possible dam sites. 

The party entered the Colo- 
rado River at Lees Ferry on 
the north line of Arizona and 
made the most difficult survey 
ever undertaken by the United 
States government engineers, 
as they went down 450 miles 
of difficult river to Needles, 
California.
